James Ingraham, who has charge of

"It must have been fate. I do not 


know- why the supports should have, 
given way at that particular moment. 
A second sooner or a' second later 
would have saved the lives of the peo- 
ple.

TO RELIEF. 


"Four of us sprang to the relief ot 


the unfortunate people. In a. few mo- 
ments we had taken the. timber off of 
them. Captain Goulding: and his wife 
were buried under the center of the 
mass. 


Mrs. Green was knocked under neath 


the car by which she was standing. 
There only a few sticks of timber red- 
ing across her limbs. 


WHY LUMBER FELL. 


"Just why the lumber fell when it 


did I don't know. You might be here 
twenty years 
and the 
thing would 


never happen again. 
The stakes used 


were of the best wood. They are thick 
enough to hold twice the weight.

TJie train 
was slowing dowrn, and there was no 
possibility of a sudden jerk sending the 
lumber off."

Broadway and the injured people were 
put on to a car and rushed through as 
fast as possible to the hospital! 


"I have ri^t ascertained whether any 


one is to blaTne or .not. The accident 
appears to have

chance. It is an unusual occurrence 
for lumber to fall from the car after 
being loaded. 
The train was moving 


very slowly at the time of the accident. 


"The 
switchman on 
engine 2010 


stated to me that he saw the accident, 
and does not see that blame can be 
attached to anyone."

With a Telegraph Pole,

the late capitalist, Chauncey Taylor. 


Mi'K..Stewart died within an hour af- 


ter the accident, at the Alameda .=u.r.i- 
ttirium, where she had been -carried for 
treatment. 


Mr. Taylor, who was the chauffeur, 


was painfully bruised about .the limbs 
and head. Foote escaped without In- 
jury. 


The 
automobile was wrecked 
by 


crashing into a telegraph pole, recal- 
ling vividly the fate which overlook 
the .Fairs in France. 
HOW THE ACCIDENT OCCU-RRED. 


The accident occurred at 4:20 o'clock 


in the afternoon, at the corner of Bay 
street and Santa Clara 
avenue.

GOVERNMENT LIFE-SAVING CREW 


RECEIVE GOLD MEDALS. 


The Overturning of a Life-Boat in the 


Surf on Lake Erie Ends the Useful- 


ness of One Hardy Rescuer. 


.Prom the thirty-first day of October 


to the eleventh day of November, 1883 
the crew of the U. S. life-saving sta- 
tion at Cleveland, Ohio, saved twen- 
ty-seven men and two women fron 
vessels thrown ashore by the storms 
that lashed, the waters of Lake Erie 
To each of the nine men In the crew 
the government gold medal "for heroic 
daring" was awarded, and the story 
of the earning of these medals gives 
glimpse of the perils that these hardy 
men are trained to face. 
It was on the eleventh day of Octo- 


ber that the'most thrilling rescue was 
accomplished under 
difficulties 
that 


would have daunted most men. 
The 
barge J. T. Jansen went ashore during 
a 
howling- hurricane." Through 
the 
driving spray and pounding surf, the 
heroic band launched the life-boat in 
an effort to get a line to the distressed 
vessel. No sooner was the boat in the 
water, and the men in their places 
than it was capsized by an immense 
wave and the men thrown into the wa- 
ter. One of the crew was Charles L,. 
Learned, forty-one years old an<i a 
vigorous specimen of manhood. When 
the boat rolled over he was caught 
beneath it and, pinned down by his 
oar, lost consciousness. The action of 
the waves washed him from under the 
boat before life was extinct and his 
cork belt brought him to the surface. 
Consciousness slowly returned, but he 
was helpless and drifted ashore. Hun- 
dreds of people had gathered to watch 
the work e>f rescue. A policeman and 
a laborer drew Learned from the wa,ter 
and took him to the customs house, 
where he was revived by stimulants. 
The other members of the life -crew 
made their way to the shore and hur- 
ried for the beach 
apparatus. In 
a'bout one hour and a half they re- 
turned and Learned had so far recov- 
ered that he made his way to the 
scene of the wreck and took his place 
with the crew. All hands were saved, 
but Learned's career as a 
life-saver 
was ended. In relating the story, he 
said tihat rheumatism quickly set in as 
a result of the cold and exposure.

Laura A. Burris, daughter of the late 


capitalist Daniel Swett, who left proper- 
ty valued at 1150,000, filed a claim against 
her father's estate yesterday and made 
serious accusations against her father. 
According to the story told by the papers 
on filo, the late capitalist invested $4.000 
for his daughter until the sum amounted 
to J26,000, but never made an accounting. 


In 1878, Mrs. Burris saya, she gave her 


father J4,000 to invest. This ha did by 
placing it iu the Oakland Savings Bank. 
He subsequently withdrew the sum and 
invested it In tax deeds to property which 
had become delinquent The daughter 
represents these investments as netting 
60 per cent profit. 
After O.OOO had been 
accumulated, Mrs. Bunris says, the capi- 
talist bought.realty in AJameda and San 
Francisco counties, 
until the principal 
and Interest amounted to more than 
126,000. After her father's death In 1898 
Mrs. Burris presented the claim, but Jt 
was dlsallowexi. 
Sarah Swett, the widow and second wife 
of the deceased, alleges .Mrs. Burris re- 
ceived a J2.000 bequest as payment for the 
money entrusted to the capitalist. Judge 
Hall decided that there was 11,000 due 
Mrs. Burris, but for some inexplicable 
reason the approved dalm of $1,000 was 
not filed until today, four years after 
the approval. 
In presenting her claim Mrs. Burris 
says that her father sued his own minor 
children after the death of his first wife, 
in 1870, and through a Segal technicality 
dispossessed them of 
$30,000 worth of 
property which would have come to them 
from their mother's estate, which was at 
that time in the hands of the Public Ad- 
mi n4stratorofSanF^^ncisco.Itappears

WILL FIGHT THE COUNCIL'S ACTION AND 


DEMAND IMPROVEMENT OF THE 


TEN-ACRE PARK. 


The West Oakland Improvement Club, 
at a 
special 
meeting 
last evening, 


adopted 
resolutions 
opposing 
the 


dumping of garbage on the West Oak- 
land marsh, and favoring the improve- 
ment of the ten acres of marsh land 
which the city, a few years ago, pur- 
chased for park purposes. 


The meeting, which was held at 1362 


Peralta street, near the newly estab- 
lished garbage dumps, was attended by 
about seventy-five citizens of that por- 
tion of the city. 


It was called to order-by W. W. Mor- 


rison, president1 of the West Oakland 
Improvement Club, who said: 


''Gentlemen, we are 
assembled 
to- 


night to discuss matters of vital im- 
portance to every citizen who lives in 
this end of the city. We are here to 
discuss the question of dumping gar- 
bage in West Oakland, and also the 
position of bonding the city for a. West 
Oakland 
park. We 
will 
first 
hear 


from Col. John P. Irish. 


COL. IRISH SPEAKS. 


Applause greeted the introduction of 


Colonel Irish, who explained his posi- 
tion in the following language: 


"As far as g-arhage is -concerned, I 


will say that I visited the City Coun- 
cil Monday night and I told the Coun- 
ellmen that we had stood our share of 
this filth. It was said that, as a pre- 
liminary measure to securing a crema- 
tory, it would be necessary to establish 
dump heaps, and I suggested that it 
would be well to select a dozen differ- 
ent places upon which to deposit the 
refuse. 1 told the Councilmen that, 
under the State law they could not 
authorize any one to create a nuisance 
and a garbage heap is a nuisance. I 
urged 
that, 
since 
the 
preliminary 


measure was a benefit to all, the bur- 
den should be borne by all, but 
the 


next morning I learned that the Board 
of Health had decided that West Oak- 
land was the proper place to dump the 
waste matter of the city. This morn- 
ing- I arranged to have warrants issued 
for the arrest of those who allowed 
garbage to be dumped on their prop- 
erty—that was an ordinance that the 
Council forgot to repeal—and one of 
them, Joseph Folcia, I understand, has 
already been arrested. 


ON THE WARPATH. 


"Gentlemen, I intend to follow that 


up and have arrested every man who 
arranges with the scavengers or the 
Board of Health to dump garbage on 
their property in West Oakland. As I 
have said, this 
disposal of garbage 


benefits all, and the burden should be 
placed 
upon 
the 
entire 
city. 
The 


Board of Health has as much right to 
designate the City Hall square or Har- 
rison square as a dumping place as it 
has to designate West Oakland. 
"Oakland garbage dumped lu West 


Oakland is a damage to every lean's 
property, and a damage to every man's 
health. 
Our lives are just as sacred 


and our health and property are just 
as important here in West Oakland as 
they are in the Seventh Ward or in 
any other 
portion 
of the 
city. Our 


duty is to defend ourselves. 
I am go- 


ing to do it, II necessary, I intend to 
have the Board of Health arrested un- 
der the State law. 


ABOUT BONDS. 


"As to bonds: When the 'bond prop- 


osition was made we were asked 
to 


bond the city for a large amount of 
money. The other portions of the city 
were to be improved ancl we were to 
n-ceive practically 
nothing. 
Under 


those 
circumstances our side of 
the 


city will defeat the bonds. It places 
us in a humiliating" position. The im- 
provements are all to go to the other 
side of the citv. and when it comes to 
us, they say, 'Well, we -will dump our 
tilth In West Oakland.'

may soon be a veritable s-courge to the 
race." The susceptibility of negroes tp 
consumption has apparently underg-one 
a most remarkable ehang-e witBin the 
last thirty or forty years. 
During the 


days of slavery the disease was so sel- 
dom found among them that they were 
considered almost immune to it. 
In 


fact, some of the older writers took 
the stand squarely, and asserted that 
consumption was unknown in the race. 
From beinff thus so rare as to be al- 
most unknown, it lias, in a single gen- 
eration, become so prevalent and /o 
fatal that now more negroes in the 
South are dying of tuberculosis than 
of any other disease. 
While it exists 


among" all clases, it is in the dense- 
ly-populated quarters of 
towns 
and 


ciiii-s. where they live in overcrowded 
and poorly ventilated houses, that it is 
found to be moat frequent. In institu- 
tions where large numbers are more or 
less closely confined, the 
ravages of 


this disease are becoming truly alarm- 
ing. 


The following quotation from a pa- 


per on the "Future of the Colored Race 


in the United States," published some 
years ago by Dr. Eugene Carson, Is 
interesting in this 
connection. 
He 


says, "All the information 
which 
I 


have been able to obtain has satisfied 
me that the race was a healthy one, 
even healthier in the main than the 
whites. Since the war 
things 
have 


been reversed; the colored race as a 
race is not a healthy and robust one; 
their vitality is in a state of unstable 
equilibrium: 
liable from 
any 
undue 


strain to give way." 
Statistics from 


institutions, having both white 
and 


colored patients, will show that 
the 


latter is less able to 
resist the 
on- 


slaught of disease. Dr. Mitchell, 
the 


superintendent of the Mississippi State 
Insane Hospital, in 
his last 
report 


says: 
"There is one great difference 


between the races as regards mortali- 
ty, and although our treatment, "both 
dietetic and medicinal, is the same, our 
loss from deaths among the 
colored 


far exceeds that 
sustained by 
the 


Whites." 
Turning from the physical condition 


of the negro, let us now investigate the 
mental stability 
of 
the race. Since 


1860 the negroes in this section, and the 
same is true of the South generally, 
have undergone such a change in their 
tendency to the development of mental 
diseases as is shown by no other peo- 
ple in a.similarly short period of time 
in the whole history of mankind.

and is just like any other kind of dust 
which 
one may find in an 
ordinary 


kind of 
road during a 
dry 
season 


There is this difference, that it is pos- 
sibly not so dry, and 
hence, has 
a 
greater cohesive power. It sticks to 
the 
thing it falls 
on. I have, been 


travelling on the river for a quarter 
of a century in the lower trade, and I 
have paid considerable -attention 
to 


this question of river dust, and it is 
really a very interesting subject and 
one which should receive more atten- 
tion. It may be pure or Impure. In 
my judgment no kind of dust can be 
very pure. How this dust gets out of 
the 
river I cannot say, but since no 


scientist has explained the matter or 
set up a standard of judgment, in this 
respect. I have a right to my opinion 
on the subject. 


"There 
are. in my 
judgment, two 


ways of getting the fine particles out of 
the water. They may rise 
with 
the 


mist of the morning, and 
when 
the 


sun dries 
and dissipates 
the 
mist, 


these fine particles become the sport 
of 
the winds, and 
are blown 
hither 


and hither. Or it may be that the in- 
fluence 
of the sun on the surface of 


the 
water will sufficiently dry 
and 


bake 
these these finer particles 
to 


make them an easy prey to the winds. 
The wind which constantly 
sweeps 


the surface of the river would brush 
them from the water and waft them 
with the direction of the wind. I do 
not 
pretend to say that this is 
ex- 


actly what happens, but it seems to 
me to be a reasonable explanation of 
the existence of the strange phenome- 
non we call river dust."

THE FORM DIVINE. 


It is a well known fact that the fe- 


male figure 
has been 
subjugated to 


many radical changes of outline dur- 
ing the centuries since the time when 
the idea was first conceived of improv- 
ing upon nature in the matter. 


Fashion and the corset-maker 
are 


usually held responsible for the varia- 
tions. Inasmuch as the alterations aie 
not by any means confined to the waist 
line, but 
affet t 
tile shoulders, neck, 


bust, arms, hips, carriage and in fact 
the whole type of beauty, the mere 
moulding' hy fashion of a lay figure 
upon which to hang her newest gar- 
ments to the best advantage'can hard- 
ly account for it all, says the New 
Vork Sun. 


At least, so says the school for the 


psychological study of costumes, and it 
puts forth the pretty theory that femi- 
nine pliancy is such that it is subtly 
Influenced by the 'prevailing sentiment 
of the period as to what womanly 
beauty should be. The following ex- 
amples are given in support of the 
theory. 


In the old days before stays came in 


there were two types of the untram- 
melled figure of widely different mean- 
ing. 
The classical spirit which com- 


bined nature and art in their greatest 
perfection was responsible for the noble 
form arrayed, but 
not 
concealed in 


graceful draperies, while in the semi- 
barbaric dark ages the gure was dis- 
played without restraint. 


During the middle ages the figure 


became curiously distorted to signify 
the slavish meekness expected of wo- 
men In those times: but at the Ren- 
aissance it blossomed out in .stately ro- 
bustness in 
common 
with literature 


and art. 


In the seventeenth century delicate- 


ly voluptuous curves were most ad- 
mired, and in the eighteenth the court- 
ly stiffness and formality of the per- 
iod were perfectly expressed in the un- 
natural outlines into which the figure 
was forced, 


The 
high-waisted figure expressed 


Innocence and youth: but the youth of 
the Italian Renaissance is subtle and 
pagan as compared with the simple 
and childlike innocence of the early 
nineteenth century. 


The preternaturally long neck and 


sloping shoulders with the tiny waist, 
which could be spanned by the hands, 
exemplify the artificial sentimentally 
of the '30s which admired nothing else 
so much in a wonian as delicate frivol- 
ity. 


The twentieth century figure brings 


out to perfection the businesslike, ulerl, 
energetic spirit of the times. Its ereet- 
ness. is of the artificial, military sort, 
and the true goddess type is as rare 
now as it has been for many centuries.

NATIVE AFRICAN WOMEN. 


The Bantu women of Batangas on 


the west 
coast 
of 
Africa 
are very 


choice farmers, and their efforts a.nd 
results 
would put many 
a 
civilized 


agriculturist to shame. 
Of course, like 


savage tribes, the women do all the 
hardest work, but it is the custom of 
the country, and they do not complain. 
The men 'build the houses, hunt, fish, 
and trade with the dealers, the women 
do the rest. The women plant in Au- 
gust and September, before the rains 
come. 
The men clear the trees off :i 


tract of land, then the women cut 
d'own the underbrush and when it is 
dry burn it the charcoal thus gained be- 
ing their only fertilizer. Cassava, sugar 
cane yams, plantains and bananas are 
the staple crops. The women tend their 
fields assiduously, bring home the pro- 
duce, or if none is wished, wood to 
cook their meals. No Bantu man, even, 
those that cook for white men, would 
think of cooking in his own house. 
But their wives are excellent cooks, 
so perhaps this is wise. The prepara- 
tion of cassava bread, which occupies 
several days, is one of the most tire- 
some of tasks. 
When the last hint of 


bitterness has been washed away, what 
is left of the cassava is put in a wood- 
en trough, and two women, one at 
each end, beat the mass and pick out 


all woody bits, until only a light, fluf- 
fy mass remains. The process of c-ooU- 
ing- is quite as tiresome: —

effect ot civilization is that the Bantus 
now raise cocoa, cocoanuts and rubber 
to export.

a brass kettle, a cupful of water Is 
put in, and the kettle is securely cov- 
ered with a layer of plantain leaves, 
which are bound tightly over the top.

There are people who can- 
not eat the cassava, but everyone can 
cat the plantain, which is either boiled 
or roasted in the ashes. 


None could excel the Bantu women 


in baking Hsh; -here, again, the useful 
plantain leaf comes into play.

fish are cleaned and laid on a bed of S 
to 11 layers of the leaves, shavings of 
parched nuts are sprinkled on it to 
give it richness, the fish is wrapped 
up in leaves, tied, burled in hot coals, 
and turned frequently while baking.

THEY FOLLOW THE LAW. 


Miss Amy Acton, a successful lawyer 


of Boston, says of the members of the 
profession in the city that while there 
are a number of women lawyers in 
Boston who 
are 
very 
successful in 


special lines of practice, such as con- 
veyancing, 
probate 
and 
corporation 


law, she does not consider specializa- 
tion necessary to success. As for her- 
self, she takes cases as they come, 
has been practicing law for the last 
eight years, and during that time has 
had a general practice. 
Neither does 


she find that she labors under any 
disadvantage because she is a woman, 
but goes Into court and tries anything 
she has. 
One does not need to be told 


that women lawyers gain more of the 
confidence of their women clients than 
a man can. She has women constant- 
ly consulting her. 
Property laws are 


so much better than they have been 


that women take their affairs more 
into their own hands than they used to 
and those women put their business 
in the hands of women lawyers. Pre- 
viously to 1873 married women could 
have very little to say or do with their 
property. 
The law of 1902, equalizing 


property rights in deceased spouses' 
estates, has greatly increased the pow- 
er of women over property.

THE 
MAKING OF 


STRANGE 
BEETLES. 


Fakirs 
Do 
Lucrative 
Business 
and 


Outdo Nature. 


Beetle "faking" is an industry con- 


cei-ninR- which the public knows little, 
but it is a nourishing one nevertheless. 
Thousands of faked beetles are turned 
out annually in England and in France 
and sold both there and in this country 
to amateur naturalists, at high prices. 
Many an English and American col- 
lector, with more money an.l enthus- 
iasm th;in knowledge of, natural his- 
tory, has in his cabinet specimens of 
beetles which 
are 
beyond anything 


that nature ever attempted, and which 
ho shows proudly to his friends as ex- 
tremely rare insects, as indeed they 
are, for they are like nothing in the 
animal kingdom. 
The manufacturer of beetles does 


not routine himself to giving to his 
specimens rare nnrl strange colorings, 
but he makes them up from fragments 
of other beetles in the manner which 
strikes his fancy, and this fancy is 
often very whimsical Indeed. Nature, 
especially in 
the 
tropics, produces 


beetles of strange form, but never so 
strauge as those which come out of the 
shop of man. 
Auction Rales of dam- 
aged collections of specimens of beetles 
are 
attended, 
and 
the 
collections 


bought for almost nothing. 
These injured specimens 
are dis- 


membered and their various parts put 
together again at the fancy of the 
fakir. 
He takes a 'beetle's body and 


from a collection of several parts of 
beetles before him, spreads out on a 
white paper, he deftly affixes a head 
here, H wing there, and a leg or two 
where he thinks they will look quaint. 
He works rapidly, using a clear l i q u i d 
glue, the composition of which is n. 
secre-t of the trade, and whicfi joins the 
various parts Immediately so that they 
(iinnot easily be pulled apart, and so 
closely that even with a magnifying 
glass it Is difficult to see where the 
joining i.s done. 
The coloring and Imitation markings 


are done with small brushes and other 
implements designed especially for the 
purpose, and are made permanent by 
plunging 
the 
hullt-up insect into a 


b.-ith of some secret solution. 
When 


the work Is completed only an expert 
naturalist can detect the fraud, and 
sometimes even an expert is fooled "at 


first and thinks he has stumbled upon 
a new specimen of coleoptera. 
The 


beetle fakir advertises in the papers 
that he has rare specimens for sale and 
would like to hear from collectors in 
search of such things. If the bait is 
taken and he g-ets 
a 
letter from an 


amateur collector, he offers to forward 
the specimen "on approval," When the 
amateur sees the creature sent to him 
he thinks he has found a prize, and 
usually closes the bargain at a good 
fat price. 


The 
fakir 
never 
guarantees 
the 


beetle to be genuine. He simply says 
to Ihe intending buyer. "There is the 
specimen. Take it or leave- ir. 
E lottbt 


if there i.s another like it in this coun- 
try," which statement is probably true, 
for it Is rarely that tho fakir duplicates 
designs. 
Resides evolving beetles out 


of dismembered fragments anil his in- 
ner consciousness, the fakir of coleop- 
tera makes copies of -,\ ell-known but 
rare 
specimens, 
which 
command 
a 


good market price among collectors. 
London and Paris are the citjr..s where 
most of the fake beetles are manufac- 
tured, and the French workmen ;;re the 
most expert and gified with the most 
lively fancy in composition.—New York 
Mail and Express.
